Ever  wonder  why  sunrise  services  on  Easter  are  so  popu¬ 
lar?  People  never  seem  to  want  to  attend  church  at  that  early 
hour  any  other  Sunday  of  the  year — only  on  Easter  morn. 

Good  Fortune  Is  Assured 

It  seems  the  tradition  of  rising  with  the  sun  on  Easter  morn 
was  derived  from  an  ancient  peasant  belief  that  those  who 
witnessed  sun-up  on  a  certain  spring  day  would  be  bountifully 
blessed  with  good  fortune  throughout  the  entire  year. 

Even  the  farm  animals  were  included  in  this  belief;  the 
cows,  pigs,  and  hens  were  roused  early  and  hurried  out  to  see 
the  sun;  this  insured  lots  of  cream,  bacon,  and  eggs  for  the 
coming  year. 

The  modern  day  version  of  this  rural  custom  is  the  holding 
of  countless  sunrise  services  on  Easter  morning.  The  giant 
dawn  service  at  Hollywood  Bowl  is  the  best-known  of  these, 
but  so  far  no  cows  or  chickens  have  attended  this  service.  Cus¬ 
toms  modify  themselves  considerably  through  the  years.

In  this  day  and  age  only  the  people  attend  the  services, 
rural  and  city  folk  alike.  Our  own  NWMSC  students  are  given 
the  opportunity  to  attend  an  Easter  sunrise  service  on  March  30.
